Gentlemen:— In reply to your com¬ 
munication of recent date asking me “To re¬ 
port to the next meeting of this Council upon 
the legal question Involved In the proposed 
widening of Diamond alley, and particularly 
as to the power of the city to collect assess¬ 
ments from the abutting property to pay for 
he same,” I respectfully answer, 

First. The power to open and widen streets, 
lanes and alleys in the City of Pittsburgh is 
expressly conferred by tbe Act of 1889, as it 
had been by the Act of June 14th, 1887, and 
that of January 6th, 1864. 

Second, The right to assess all properties 
benefited by such opening and widening to 
pay the costs, expenses and damages caused 
and incurred thereby is also expressly con¬ 
ferred. 

Third. I am advised the Board of Viewers 
will make to you an informal report that there 
Is property fronting or abutting upon the line 
of the contemplated Improvement sufficiently 
benefited to pay all the costs, expenses and 
damages incurred hy, and arising from such 
opening and widening. 

In my opinion the city will incur 
no liability for damages occasioned by such 


improvement excepting upon the happening 
of one of two things, namely, First—II It shall 
be found that this improvement Is one in which 
the public at large has just as much benefit 
and advantage as those whose property lies 
along the line of the alley, it then ceases to be 
a local an* becomes a general benefit, in which 
event the city must bear the expense, or. 
Second—If a jury should award an amount or 
damages to a property holder greater than that 
allowed by the Viewers, the difference must 
be paid by tbe city, unless there shall be found 
other property benefited in an amount equal 
to such difference.

To the Honorable Common Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh: 

In accordance with resolution request ing“an 
itemized statement oi the damages caused by 
and benefits from the widening of Diamond 
street, from Smithfield street to the west side 
of Diamond Square, with the name of each 
property holder affected and the amount for 
and against him,” the Board of Viewers re¬ 
spectfully present the following statement: 

The amount of money involved in the pro¬ 
posed improvement is so great, and the inter¬ 
ests so complicated, involving not only tbe 
values of the lreehold taken, but the value of 
leases that would be impaired by a reduction 
of the area, or by a complete loss of the entire 
area so leased, and the value of narrow strips 
of ground, insufficient for building purposes, 
that would be left, that a greater length of time 
than has been given to the subject would be 
necessary. It is however very important that 
a decision shall be reached as to whether the 
street shall be located at the increased width 
In order to prevent a greatly increased cut 
for buildings now being erected within the 
proposed lines. 

A very considerable margin, either way, 
would be caused by the possibility of dispos¬ 
ing of the remaining strips of land, to property 
holders, who, by purchase, would obtain a 
front upon the new street,or in default of such 
sale, throwing the strips into the street, caus¬ 
ing its further widening at such points, and 
under the recent street Act the Viewers are 
instructed to make such adjustments. 

The value of leases wholly destroyed, or con¬ 
tinued under new conditions, is a delicate and 
difficult matter to determine, as leases are not 
placed upon record, even their existence can¬ 
not be determined in a brief inquiry. 

The Board deemed the important point to 
determine, was weighing all that could be as¬ 
certained affecting the issue, whether there 
was, certainly, property enough, sufficiently 
benefited, to justify the large cost that would 
ensue. 

In order to decide, all property holders where 
property would in whole, or in part, be taken, 
were called in to make a statement ot what 
they deemed the damage would be, if such ac¬ 
tion was taken. 

The amounts so given were aggregated and 
an estimate made of the footage on the new 
street that would be increased in value by the 
widening of the street, and in the judgment of 
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the Board the increased values f>f the new foot- 
ages made an aggregate far exceeding the 
maximum claims made, leaving a large mar¬ 
gin for the unascertained value of leaseholds 
and other matters not fully considered in the 
necessarily limited inquiry made. 

The prelimina y reports, under the act are 
simply an expression of the judgment of the 
Hoard as to the expediency of the improve¬ 
ment proposed, and are not supposed to he ac¬ 
companied by a detailed statement ot the esti¬ 
mates which led to the conclusion, which 
won 1 d genera 11 be injudieious to present, as it 
would complicate the final action of the Board 
by seeming to commit it to specific claims for 
damage, which are only heard to enable an 
approximate estimate to be made, and to de¬ 
cide the maximum amount which would be 
demanded, and which in the final report is 
subject to all the evidence and information 
that can be brought to bear upon it, to sift it 
di.wn to an eq in table sum. 

In any case, however, where the Councils 
would deem the preparatory information gath¬ 
ered by the Board usefull to them in deciding 
the passage or refusal of any ordinance for 
improvement, it is of course always at their 
service, individually, or as a body. 

In so important a measure as the proposed 
widening of Diamond street it will be a great 
relief to have the Councils in possession of all 
the data upon which the Board based its affir¬ 
mative recommendation. 

It is the clear conviction of the Board that 
all damages caused by the proposed widening 
of Diamond street should be assessed upon 
that street, and only upon the portion ol the 
street included within the limited so widened. 
There has been no consideration given to the 
city for any los of rentals which would be 
caused by the reduction of her rental area, be¬ 
cause the new assessed values upon the im¬ 
proved street would make an increase in re¬ 
ceipts that would largely exceed the amount 
lost. 

Appended is a statement of the claims made 
and pro rata amount on ail other properties 
whose owners did not make specific claim. 

Also a statement of the footage which would 
be assessable to pay the amount of the damage. 
This footage is the entire fooiage within the 
changed limits, all properties left upon the 
street with sufficient building depth being held 
to be benefited. 

The Board desires the Council to fully under¬ 
stand that these claims made do not receive 
the endorsement of the Board, many of them 
indeed are manifestly in excess. 

But exclusive of the value of leases and some 
minor maiteVs, they serve to represent an ap- 
pr»xirnateof the amount which may be de¬ 
manded, and in the judgement ol the Board 
the increase m the value ol the properties upon 
th ! sleet when widened would be greatly in 
excess of th is aggregate of damage, as presen¬ 
ted, or of any sum of damages that could be 
shown to accrue.

Ge> t tt,kmkx:—T he Ordinance authoriz¬ 
ing the widening and opening of Diamond 
street (or alley), trom Hmitnfleld to the western 
side ot Diamond Market street, ordained July 
1st, 1889. has been transmitted to me for ap¬ 
proval. I return it. to you wit hout my approv¬ 
al, with the reasons for so doing as required by 
law. 

l)lamo 2 id alley, now called a street, from 
Smlthfleld street to the Market Square was 
laid out in the original plan of the City of 
Pittsburgh In the year 1784, and was thrown 
open and dedicated by the owner of the ground 
on both sides ol the alley between the points 
named for the use and accommodation of the 
then and subsequent owners of said ground, as 
well as for its use by the general public. 
































The ground fronting upon the alley having 
been divided into lots was sold to various per¬ 
sons and buildings erected upon them, and the 
alley or street has been used by such lot own¬ 
ers together with the general public ever 
Mnce. 

The ordinance for the proposed widening of 
Diamond street should, for its adoption, be 
based upon a demand by the general public 
for increased facilities for public travel in that 
immediate vicinity, or a request from the 
owners of the property abutting upon the al¬ 
ley for increased width to accommodate the 
occupants of the buildings upon their respect¬ 
ive properties. 

As the proposed widening will involve an 
expense in the form of damages, both direct 
and consequential, of at least three quarters of 
a million of dollars, I have endeavored to give 
the matter careful and impartial considera¬ 
tion. I have specially observed the travel up¬ 
on Diamond street, Fifth, Fourth and other 
parallel avenues, and have Jailed to discover 
any necessity for the proposed widening for 
the use of the general public, nor have I yet 
heard of a demand coming from any source 
that increased public travel upon and in the 
neighborhood of Diamond street required the 
proposed widening of the street. In my judg¬ 
ment there is no foundation for the passage of 
the ordinance based upon a demand for in¬ 
creased facilities for public travel. It then de¬ 
volves upon us to consult the views of the 
owners of the abutting property to find, if pos¬ 
sible, a reason for the adoption ancl approval 
of the ordinance. 

The number of feet of ground on Diamond 
street on both sides from Smithfleld street to 
the Diamon Square is about 1665 feet, and the 
petition to Councils, asking for the widening 
Ordinance contains the signatures of owners 
representing 565 feet of ground, thus showing 
that 1,100 feet or two-thirds of the property 
fronting on the street is opposed to the pro¬ 
posed widening of it. The records show that 
most of the ground represented upon the peti¬ 
tion to Connellsaskingforthe proposed widen¬ 
ing has been very recently purchased, and it 
is a fact well known to the public that said 
purchasers form what is commonly called a 
Syndicate, who have entered into the project,’ 
scheme or speculation of buying property on 
Diamond street and having it widened with 
the hope or anticipation that public travel 
might thereby be diverted from Fifth, Fourth 
and other parallel avenues, and the property 
thus purchased greatly enhanced in value. 

It is clear that the projectors of this scheme 
are a minority of the property on the street, 
owning not more than one-third of the fronts 
age. 

That the cost of the proposed widening in 
direct damages alone.according to the prelim¬ 
inary report of the Viewers would amount to 
$555,000, or more than half a million dollars, 
and the Viewers say expressly that they did 
not consider or estimate the consequential 
damages to lease-holders, business, etc., which 
according to a conservative estimate will 
amount to an additional quarter of a million 
dollars. 

So that we are thus presented with the fact 
that the proposed widening will cost in dama- 

f :es to property alone three quarters of a mil- 
ton of dollars, and the law under which the 
ordinance Is passed provides expressly that the 
cost shall be assessed upon properties hen edi¬ 
ted and the Viewers have reported in their 
preliminary report that this enormous sum of 
money must be assessed upon the properties 


abutting upon Diamond street between Smith - 
field street and the Diamond Square. 

Is it any wonder that two-tliirds of the own¬ 
ers of the property on the street earnestly pro¬ 
test. In the peaceable possession, enjoyment 
and use of their properties they are suddenly 
overwhelmed with the fact that a project has 
been originated to widen the street, and an at¬ 
tempt made to divert the travel from other 
streets for the purpose of increasing the value 
of properties recently purchased. The success 
of such a project is only a.possibility and in 
my judgment would be a failure. 

Two-thirds of the owners refused to join the 
request for the widening of the street, and the 
Councils of the City of Pittsburgh having the 
delegated power of taking private property for 
public use are asked to extend the strong arm 
of the law in the passage of the proposed wid 
ening ordinance to coerce the unwilling prop¬ 
erty owners to involuntarily join in a project 
which would involve, burden and harass them 
with the payment of such a large sum of mon¬ 
ey. This feature of it is so manifestly unjust 
that when your attention is called to It I 
think you will agree with my views. 

As a further reason for vetoing the Ordin¬ 
ance, I am advised that the assessment lor the 
payment of the damages in the manner pro¬ 
posed by the Board of Viewers would,upon an 
appeal by the parties assessed be held by the 
Court to be so burdensome ahd out of propor¬ 
tion to all possible benefits to the property as 
to amount to a confiscation of it, and hence 
the assessment would be thrown out and the 
greater part if not the whole amount of the es¬ 
timated damages, $750,000, put upon the tax¬ 
payers of the city. 

I am, therefore, constrained most respectful¬ 
ly to return the ordinance to you without my 
approval.

The deed 
itself recites the motives and purposes of the 
donor so fully as to preclude any further ex¬ 
planation, and no word of mine can magnify 
the value of the donation. It. will be more 
fitting for others present fo speak of Mrs. 
Schenley herself and tel 1 you, If you wish to 
hear, who her ancestors were, and what claims 
they had to the gratitude of their country¬ 
men in their day, and how on our gratitude 
now. For me. It remains only to perform the 
duty with which I have been charged by de¬ 
livering to you, the properly constituted 
authorities of the city, for and in the name 
of Mrs. Schenley, the instrument of writing 
which I now present ns her act and deed for 
the purposes therein contained.”

“It seldom falls to the lot of the represent 8 -" 
tives ot the city of Pittsburgh, in Council a s * 
senibled, to meet on occasions at all resemlr 
ling this, although I can call to mind the most 
liberal offer of a distinguished man of Pitts¬ 
burgh in relation to a public library. Isay 
now that in the city of Pittsburgh there Isa 
large number of great-sou led men and women 
that, if they could sec the way to advance t lie 
people’s interests, are ready and willing to do 
so. The example set by this good lady I am 
satisfied will find followers. That the need 
was greatest for a park cannot be questioned. 
That there will be a greater need in the future 
needs no question. The*e are large sections ot 
the city that this park will be inaccessible to, 
and I Impound irnst that other parts of the 
city will be called on to receive the like, if not 
so liberal, sufficiently liberal for the uses of 
the people. We have been a struggling city, 
a park lias been wanted for years, yet had we 
been loft to our own efforts, to put our hands in 
our pockets, it would have been many years 
before Pittsburgh would have had a park. 

“This lady’s ancestors have been distin¬ 
guished men. known favorably here and all 
over the country. The valor oflhe males as 
soldiers and their ability as executive men 
have been long noted. Who does not know 
that James O'Hara built the first glass works? 
He was the friend of Washington. Her father 
was Major Croghan, a distinguished soldier. 
But this lady, it seems to me, has put the cap¬ 
stone on by this gilt, and is greater than them 
all. We thankfully receive it, and no doubt, 
in times to come our children mul our child¬ 
ren's children will remember with gratitude 
the grand gilt of tills nolde lady,”

to the government of cities of the second 
class,” 1 have the honor to report to you the 
expenditures and receipts of the Department 
of Public Works for the ten [19] months ending 
November 30th, 1889, with appoximate receipts 
for the months of December and January. t 
The expenses for the two remaining months 
will absorb the amounts appropriated for the 
several Bureaus for the fiscal year 1889. 

In the approximate estimates required to 
properly conduct the department for the year 
1890,1 have not reduced the appropriation in 
any Bureau, neither have I asked for large in¬ 
creases, as will be observed* by comparing 
with last year's appropriation. 

I would suggest that you ask for park pur¬ 
poses an amount equal to that produced by 
one mill tax, believing that for the first year 
this sum will be sufficient. There will be re¬ 
quired about One Hundred Thousand dollars 
to be paid on the property leaving about 
Ninety Thousand dollars for surveys and im¬ 
proving the park. 

I would also request that you place the 
amount of Eleven Thousand Four Hundred 
and Thirteen dollars and twenty cents in the 
appropriation of the Department of Public 
Safety, that amount being necessary to light 
the Police, Patrol and Fire Engine Houses for 
the incoming year.

to expend not less than half a million for Pitts¬ 
burgh ; such, however, has been the recent 
growth of the city, such are its prospects for 
the future that careful considerat ion has led 
me to the conclusion that in order to provide 
such Libraries as Pittsburgh should have will 
require even a larger sum. 

I think that Pittsburgh requires a central 
building, containing a reference and circulat¬ 
ing library, also suitable accomodations for 
w'orksot art, which I believe its citizens would 
soon provide; that there should also be added 
rooms for the meetings of the various learned 
societies of the city. The experience of New 
York, Baltimore and other large cities has 
proved that a central library should be sup¬ 
plemented by branch libraries. The Free Cir¬ 
culating Library of New York nas now four of 
these, the city of Baltimore nas five ; they are 
not extensive structures, but each contains a 
small supply of the books most in demand 
and a reading room, and is operated in con¬ 
nection with the central library. Such bran¬ 
ches, I think, should be established in the 
various districts of the city, probably one In 
Birmingham, another in Ternperaneeville, 
another in East Liberty, a fourth in Lawrenee- 
ville, perhaps a fifth in the older part of the 
city. All of these should be thoroughly fire¬ 
proof monumental in character and creditable 
to the city. 

To provide these buildings with suitable 
hooks, etc., 1 offer to expend not less than one 
million of dollars. I propose that their loca¬ 
tion. erection and management shall he en¬ 
trusted to a Boaid of Trustees composed ex- 
officio of the Mayor, the Presidents of Select 
and Common Councils, the President of the 
Central Board of Education, and a Library 
Committee of five appointed by the Councils,, 
such as you have none me the honor to ap¬ 
point to confer with me, to these I should add 
the names of twelve well-known citizens of 
Allegheny county who shall have power as ft 
body to provide for the re-election of its mem¬ 
bers at slated times, and also to fill vacancies 
in their number. 

The libraries to tie formally handed over to- 
the city upon their completion, free from 
lien, in trust for Die purposes specified. The 
city to agree to receive and support same at 
its own proper cost under the management of 
the Trustees as above provided. 

The city of Baltimore pays $50,000per annum 
for the support of its Public Libraries establish¬ 
ed bv Mr. Enoch Pratt, who gave one million 
of dollars for the purpose; but l believe that 
$40,000 per annum would be sufficient to main¬ 
tain those of Pittsburgh, and not less than this 









































sum per annum I require the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh to agree to place at the disposal of the 
Library Trustees to be expended upon them. 

1 am clearly of opinion that it is only by the 
city maintaining its Public Libraries as it 
maintains its Public Schools that every citi¬ 
zen can be made to feel that he is a joint pro¬ 
prietor of them, and that the Public Library 
is for the public as a whole, and not for any por¬ 
tion thereof; and 1 am equally clear that un¬ 
less a community is willing to maintain Pub¬ 
lic Libraries at the public cost that very little 
good can he obtained from them. Not to save 
tile further expenditure thereidr but for the 
best interests of the city I make it a condition 
that they shall he properly maintained by the 
city.

To the Select and Common Councils: 

Gentlemen:—I desire to announce, that 
under the provisions of the Act of Assembly 
authorizing the consolidation of various adja¬ 
cent boroughs with the City of Pittsburgh, 
passed in IStfT, said city, as it theretofore exist¬ 
ed, and which has subsequently been known 
ns the old city, embracing the first twelve 
wards of the city as at present, has paid Into 
the common city treasury the amounts annu* 
. ally levied within said limits as a special tax 
for the discharge of the separate debt appor¬ 
tioned thereto, and that said payments In the 
aggregate, have so nearly extinguished the 
amount of debt so apportioned, that a levy of 
one-lialf the usual rale for the present year 
will produce sufficient tux to discharge said 
allotment in full. I, therefore, recommend 
that the old cliy special tax be placed at four- 
tenths <>f one mill in the forthcoming appro¬ 
priation ordlnancoatuldiscontinued thereafter 
The present special tax rates In Ihe Jate 
Boroughs of Mount Washington and East Bir¬ 
mingham on the Increased valuations nrodti e 
more money than is annually required for in¬ 
terest and sinking funds : if Councils desire to 
limit taxation in those district* lo the neces¬ 
sities of these two purposes, one-half the 
present rate In the former and less j ban half in 
the latter will be sufficient. In the case of Ml. 
Washington, l recommend t»ie reduction to 
that extent, making the rate for 1890and there- 
afier three-tenths of one mill; but, i do not 
think a heavier reduction than one-half in the 
East Birmingham district ad visablent present, 
as that district owes the city a large sum above 
that represented by the interest and sinking 
fund charge. I would recommend therefor 
that the special tax rate be fixed at one and 
one-half mills in said district for the present. 

The ease of Temperaneeville Borough is dif¬ 
ferent from the others—iheir debt at present 
representing a direct loan of money by the City 
ot Pittsburgh for. the Imrouglfs special use. 
The present rate of tax is largely reduced from 
recent years and will be sufficient to liquidate 
the debt to the city in 1898, when the city will 
be roqulred to use the fund from which the 
loan to tne borough was made in payment of 
her own bonds. However, as the tax levied 
by the city bears heavily upon that district, I 
would like to see the burden made as light and 
easy as possible. There are means equal to 
half of tlie debt to the credit of the borough 
now, and the city can reasonably extend the 
period of repayment of the remainder from 
eight years u> about fifteen years bv taking oft 
one half the present special tax. I, therefore, 
recommend that this tax be made one mill 
henceforward.

whereas, Andrew Carnegie, has generously 
offered to tJie City of Pittsburgh a gift of a 
Free Library, as set forth in the following 
communication: 

Pittsburgh, February 6,1800. 
To the Mayor ami Councils of Pittsburgh. 

Gentlemen Some years ago I had. the 
pleasure of offering to expend upon a Free 
Library for the City of Pittsburgh the sum of 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars, the 
finances of the city were not then in condition 
to permit of its acceptance, having expended 
more than that sum in our sister City of All¬ 
egheny, I subsequently intimated that I was 
prepared to expend not less than halt a mil¬ 
lion for Pittsburgh, such, however, has been 
the recent growthot the city, such are its pros¬ 
pects for the future that careful consideration 
has led me to the conclusion that in order to pro¬ 
vide such Libraries as Pittsburgh should have 
will require even a larger sum. 

I think that Pittsburgh requires a Central 
Building, containing a Reference and circulat¬ 
ing Library, also suitable accommodations for 
Works of Art, which I believe its citizens 
would soon provide, that there slion Id also be 
added rooms lor the meetings ot the various 
learned .Societies of the city. The experience 
of New York, Baltimore and other large cities 
has proved that a Central Library should be 
supplemented by branch libraries. The Free 
Circulating Library of New York has now 
four of these, the City of Baltimore lias five, 
they are not extensive structures, but each 
contains a small supply of the books most in 
demand and a Reading Room, and is operated 
in connection with the Central Library. Such 
branches I think should be established in the 
various districts of the ci y, probably one in 
Birmingham, another in Temperance ville, an¬ 
other in East Liberty, a fourth in Lawrence* 
ville, perhaps a fifth in the older part of the 
city. All of theseshouid be thoroughly fire¬ 
proof, monumental in character ana creditable 
to the city. 

To provide these buildings with suitable 
books, etc., I offer to expend not less than one 
million dollars. I propose that their location 
erection and management shall be entrusted 
to a Board of Trustees composed exofficio of 
the Mayor, the Presidents of .Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils, the President of the Central 
Board of Educat ion, and a Library Committee 
of five appointed by the Councils, such as you 
have done me the honor to appoint, to eon ter 
with me; to these I should add the names of 
twelve well known citizens of Allegheny Coun¬ 
ty, who shall have power as a body to provide 
for the re-election of its members at stated 
times, and also to fill vacancies in their num¬ 
ber. 

The Libraries to be formally handed over to 
the City upon their completion, free from Hen, 
in trust for the purposes specified. The city to 
agree to receive and support same at its own 
proper cost under the management of the Trus¬ 
tees as above provided. 

The City of Baltimore pays $50,000 per an¬ 
num for the support of Us Public Libraries 
established by Mr. Enoch Pratt, who gave one 
million of dollars tor the purpose, but I be¬ 
lieve that $40,000 per annum would be suffi¬ 
cient to maintain those of Pittsburgh and not 


less than this sum per annum I require the 
City of Pittsburgh to agree to place at the dis¬ 
posal of the Library Trustees to be expended 
upon them. 

I am clearly of opinion that it is only by the 
City maintaining its Public Libraries as it 
maintains its Public Schools that every citi¬ 
zen can be made to feel that he is a joint pro¬ 
prietor of them, and that Die Public Library 
is ior the public as a whole and not for any 
portion thereof; and I am equally clear that 
unless a community is willing to maintain 
Public Libraries at the public cost that very 
little good can be obiainod from them. Not to 
save me further expenditure therefor but for 
1 lie best interests of the City, I make it a con¬ 
dition that they shal. be properly maintained 
by the City.

Upon the average line of discounts, of bro¬ 
kers, banks banking institutions, one mill on 
each dollar. 
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Upon the gross receipts of express companies, 
electric light," corn! a it, gas-fuel, telegraph tel¬ 
ephone companies, one mill upon each dollar 
of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping pool tables, bill¬ 
iards tables, ten-pin alleys, bagatelle tables for 
public use, twenty mills upon each dollar of 
said receipts. 

That for the purpose of defraying the inter¬ 
est .on bonds, and for sinking funds, and mis¬ 
cellaneous purposes of the sub-school districts,

feet; to a P. T. at an elevation of 460,8 feet; 
thence falling at the rate of 8 feet per 100 feet 
for a distance of 350 feet to a point at an eleva¬ 
tion of 432.8 feet; thence rising at the rate of 
8 feet per 100 feet tor a distance of 39.1 feet to 
the west building lineof Cambridge street at 
an elevation of 4:15.93 feet. 

Rec. 2. That any ordinance or part of ordi¬ 
nance conflicting with the provisions of this 
ordinance, bo and the same is hereby repealed 
so far as the same affects this ordinance.
